The
jwportance of New York in national polities (s
immense, and the Importance of the city elec.
tiua on the politics of the State s great.

“1do not belleve in dissevering political ques-
tioas frun municipal elections, fur the polltles
of the great city and of the State and natlon are
Inseparable. Neltherdo I believe that because
aman has been successtul in mercantile life he
s necessarily fitted for the exercise of the func
tloas of the Chief Magistrate of tho great city.

“A man to be the best Mayor of 8o great a city
a8 New York should be & man who ls familiar
with the needs of the city and Its people, a man
of courage and resolution, and & man, sbove all,

who has an mccurate Jjudgment of men
and  thelr flitness for appointment to
nfices, The dutlies of the fOrst Maror

ol tircater New York will require courage,
sudgment, and ability. The first Mayorof the
municipaiity, as it hos been enlarged, should be
& man who uLas famillarized himself with the
Beeds af the city and of its people.”’

Furthor than this Mr, Green declined to talk
with refarence to the campaign, but from what
besald and the manner in which be said it, it
{sthoughit nuw that he will accept the nomina-
Hoa i Tammnny offors i1, Mr. Green did not
Yenture upon the question as to his views on the
Democratic national platform, but be did
Mrungly deprecate the separation of politics
from municipal affair,

Mr. tirenn in now apparently In robust health.
A low wonths ago he underwent a aurgical
Operation, but ho has practically recovered
from the e¢ffecta of ., and bhis faco is
belght, his flgure erect, and his voice
Mrubg, “The reporter who wenb to see
blw  tonight  Interviewed him at  his
New York home several times during
biswork on the consolidated commission, aud his
Appecrance now is much better than it was then,
He bs apparent!y strunger and better fitied for
publie dutles than he bos been in some years,
